ARMYWORMS: Continuing ‘is | 
series of letters on inspect pests,, we 
Will talk about) armyworms.§ this 
week, Armyworms rank among the 
major pests of cereal and forage | 


crops. During the seasons of excep- 
tional abundance their damage 
totals many millions of dollars, 


General armyworm invastons are | 
most common following cold, wet | 
springs, which destroy many insect 
froenemies but provide luxuriant 
growth for food. The moths lay 
their eggs at night on many kinds 
of plants. Eggs hatch from two to | 
10 days later. The tiny, newly: | 
hatched caterpillars feed near the 
ground unnoticed, Soon they be- 
vin to skeletonize the leaves. With. | 
in two to four weeks the smooth, | 
striped, nearly naked caterpillars 
are fully grown, They eat terrific | 
amounts of food, the noise of their 
feeding making a rustling sound in’ 
the tields, 

If not fully grown, they mass to- | 
gether and crawl or “march” after 
their food, They pupate in the soil. 
The fall armyworm cannot survive 
the winter except in the deep south, 
but every summer it spreads north. 
ward by successive flights of the 
parent moths. It is called the fall 
armyworms because it does not 
reach the north until late summer 
or early fall,

The coming year, inevitably, will 
bring sorrow to some homes 
through the death of a member of 
the family. Friends and neighbors 
will express their sympathy in dif- 
fering ways.

This 
has led people to seek other means 
of expressing sympathy to the be- 
reaved, and gratitude for the life 
that has been given to us, 

In some cases the bereaved family 


have set up memorials. Leonard 
fnetz. Memorial Church, in’ Red 
Deer; numerous Bissell churches 
and institutes; Archer Memorial 
Hospital. -all commemorate well 
known people. Memorial windows 
and memorial organs are to be 
found in many churches, Baptismal 
fonts, communion tables, pulpit 


Bibles, memorial pictures, support 
of missionary enterprises, are all 
means of remembrance.
